William Graham, to meet him ani 
Mr, Shinwell, the Mines Sceretary, 
in London on Monday.

"WIRELESS EXPERT OFFER 
NEW ENTERTAINMENT. 


A French wireless instructor 
who was nlao a musician, has 
given to the world a now electrical 
sound-wave instrument. While ho 
was instructing American soldicrs 
in tho use of wireless At Fontaln- 
biedu, near Paris, in 4018, Maurice 
Martenot, a distinguished French 
planist, collist and pedagoguo do- 
tocted the Musical possibilities of 
the: sounds made by the wirelers 
transmitter‘and aince then he has 
doen devoting his time to the per- 
fection of & musical instrument 
founded on this observation. 
 Profeesor Martenot is now on 
a world tour and will commence 
his tour in the Orient from Japan 
in February next. 2 

The instrument resembles the 
small square piano of the Ninetier, 
and is not unlike a small, fint desk. 

There is f five octave koyboard, 
similar in appearance to the key- 
bonrd of a piano, and inside the 
desk-like apparatus are electrical 
tabes similar to thoso used ina 
radio act. Theac’ 
transmitted 
by means of o diffuser to what 
resembles a‘loud speaker placed 
on a stand near the, instrument. 

A sensitized wire oxtends across 
the keyboard and it {a the’ move- 
ment of this wlre which regulates 
the pitch. The wire fs held in the 
thumb and second finger and the 
keyboard serves na a ruide so the 
intonation is always exact. 

By slight movements of his hand, 
M. Martenot can perform  trills, 
chromatic and dintonic scales, 
grace notes and nearly all the 
tricks of the yirtuoso’s repertoire. 
Ita, range can be extended to am- 
brace eight octaves. 

Nor has M. Martenot been con- 
tent to stop here. From the left 
hand corner of the instrument ex- 
tends a shelf, not dissimilar to & 
cigar, box, on which is a sct of 
little buttons. By pressing these 
he controls the timbre, or colour, 
of his tone. Thus the sound jn 
sometimes like the tone of a vioHn, 
2 flute, a cello, or can even siml- 
lnte the quality of the brass in- 
struments, 

From the same little shelf ex- 
tends a wooden key, in appearance 
like a telegraph key, and by mani- 
pulation of this M. Martenot con- 
trols the volume of sound, from 
the loudest to the softest tones. 
The tone quality Js exceptionally 
eléar ond pure. : 

Mr: Martenot'a Ilfé hns been de- 
voted to music since his enrly 
childhood. When he was. nine, 
be and his sister Ginette, who {s 
with hint, and who has work- 
ed with him in the development of 
his invention since he first con- 
ceived it, were concertizing in 
Burépe. For several years he and 
his siater have been at the end 
of their own music school in Paris. 

Martenot is idealistic about his 
instrument and its true purpose, 
he says, is to eliminate the ma- 
terial processes that intervene be- 
tween the mental iden and its. 
realization in the ordinary in- 


_atruments.. — This instrument has 


no hammers, no bows, or valves, 
to come between the mind and the 
actual production of the music. 
It is easy to play, says M. Mar- 
tenot, and six or. eight weeks in- 
struction will bring the student to 
a degree of proficioncy to the pro- 
gress made by the average student 
of violin or piano in three or four 
years, provided of course, the 
student be musically inclined.

GREYHOUND RACES. 


SHANGHAI COUNCIL'S 
FINAL BAN, 


Shanghai, Tab: 3. 

The Municipal Council has or- 
dered all greyhound racing-in the 
iScttlement to stop as from March 
31 noxt. - 

This ordor, which has. causcd a 
panic in many clrcles, was only 
divulged by Mr. Stirling Feasen- 
don, the Director General, thin 
afternoon; together with copies 
of lettors sent to the affected com- 
panies under the date of January 8. 

Theso letters, which contain the 
order, wore addressed to Shang- 
haji International Groyhounds, 
Limited, who operate the stadium 
at Kiaochow Round, and to the 
Greyhound Racing Club, the own- 
ers of the Luna Park. 

To mitigate the lons to all con- 
cerned, the Council in the same 
letter offered to take over tho 
leanes of the ground now occupied, 
In the letters it “is etated that 
neither company has made any 
effort to comply with the Coun- 
cil’a request, made on Muy 22 Iaat 
year, that they reduce the days of 
racing, but aince have Inereased 
the number of races on the twloc- 
weekly card, and have ceased 
charging entrance fees nnd dis- 
tributed complimentary tickets 
The present conditiona 
are atated to make further continu- 
ance impossible. 

Roth companies are expected to 
take oarly legal action, since they 
claim they have registered under

Major Reginald Watson Ken- 
worthy, who was a pilot in the 
1923 Schnelder Trophy race, wis 
found not guilty at the Sunsex aAne 
sizes of conspiracy In alleged 
share-pushing frnuds, :

Names Act, to which he pleaded 
guilty, he was bound over for 12 
months. 

Four other men—Richard Char- 
les Guest, George Isadore Sher- 
man, Earl Henry Seay, and Johp 
Fritz’ Pizel, or Baker—stated to 
be Americans and believed to be 
fo Amerien, were named with Ma- 
jor Kenworthy in the charges. 

Evidence for the prosecution was 
given by’ Mrs, Janet Mabel de 
Sclincourt, wife of the author, of 
Snnd Pit, Thakeham, Sussex; the 
Rev, William Ituisell Fox, former- 
ly af Wheatley, Oxfordshire, and 
now of Bournemouth; Mra.

WAR DEBTS & TRADE 
.DEPRESSION. 


_ 


Much attention {s being paid at 
the moment In the United States 
and in Europn to the question of a 


possible drastic scaling down of : 


war debts. Financial opinion in 
Europe is that a downward re- 
vinion of the arrangements under 
which such huge sums are sent to 
America annually offers what is 
probably the best means of restor- 
ing world trade, ‘to the mutunl 
advantage of all parties. It fs 
suggested in some quarters that 
the initiative In this matter could 
hardly come from Europe, 
although the growing seriousness 
of the situation in Germany mny 
eventunily make this necessary. 
In this connexion, It'is noteworthy 
that Dr. Schacht, the former head 


of the Reichsbank, has intimated, | 


during a tour in Americd, that 
unless the Young reparations plan 
is revised, Germany may sooner or 
later have to ask for a mora- 
torium, Dr. Curtius, the German 
Forcign Minister, also recently 
declared that Germany “has given 
‘tno guarantce that the Young plan 
could be earried out,” whilst the 
Defence Minister, In -his New 
Year message, spoke of “the 
intolerable burden” of the repara- 
tions obligations. It iy pertinent 
to observe that if Germany did 
declare «a moratorium, Europe 
would be faced by bankruptcy 
unless the burden of war debts 
were reduced at the same time, 
inaamuch as debtors to the United 
States are only able to meet their 
obligntions by tranaferring to 
America a large part of the sums’ 
they are recciving from Germany. 
In a recent specch on this sub- 
ject, the Chairman, of Barclay’s 
Rank had some pointed observa- 
tions to marke. He showed that 
debts can only be paid. through 
commodities © or by securities, 


Hi pointing out that the fact that 


commodity prices have fallen 
places.n heavier burden on the 
people of the world for the . dis- 
charge of debts. War indebted- 
nesa has not been fixed upon 1° 
sliding: scale to be adjusted with 
changing price levels, but in 
definite nmqunts, and, as a result, 
the discharge of debts when prices 
of commoditias are low, is greater 
than when they are high. . Mr.

£2,500,000,000, Britain's contri: 
bution to the total is some 
£920,000,000, on which she is at 
present, paying more ‘than 
£32,000,000, 2 year in interest, 
whilst her share of German re- 
parations for the year 1930-31 is 
about £18,000,000. If Germany 
declared ao moratorium, the 
Reich's payments to the Allies 
would be immediately reduced to 
£32,000,000 altogether, of which 
Britaln, although sho pays in 
interest as much to the United 
States as all the reat of Europe 
put together, would get only some 
£3,000,000. These ‘are eloquent 
figures, which tell their own tale. 

It Is well at this stage to recall 
that when Britain declared fn the 
Balfour Note some eight years ago 
that she was prepared, if the 
policy formed part of a autisfac- 
tory International settlement, to 
remit all debts duc to her by her 
Allies in respect of loans, or ‘by 
Germany in respect of repara- 
tions, the aggregate amount due 
to her was about £3,400,000,000. 
whilst, on the other hand, she 
owed the United States about £85,- 
"000,000. Moreover, by declaring 
| that in no circumstances would she 
exact payment of any grenter sum 
‘from her debtors thhn was neces- 
‘sary to pay what she might owe 
her creditors, Britain. wrote off 
from the debts due to her no lens 
ie sum than £2,660,000,000. It 
therefore follows that Britain can 
speak frecly upon this topic with- 
tout risk of misunderstanding, be- 
cause even if Amerlea should cancel 
the whole of the British debt to 
cher, Britain herself would gain no 
direct benefit; The question, how- 
ever, lias now become a much wider 
‘one than that between Britain and 
America: the whole world is in- 
volved in the burden of war debts, 
land it would seem that if some 
move is not voluntarily made in the 
‘direction of revision, the forca of 
‘ eireumstances may dictate such ac- 
| tion.

VHERE are over 800,000 ment- 
ally defective people. in Groat 
Britaln—almost ono to covery 

hundred of the whole population. 
<< Phis is not counting those who 
are defective in othor ways, such 23 
the insane, the epileptic, the de- 
formed; or thoso suffcring from in- 
heéited disease. This army of 800,- 
000 poople consiats solely of tho 
whose minds.aro grossly inefficlon 
—not abnormal or distorted, Ilko 
the minds of the’ insane, but just 
pubnormal, feeble, 

Tho test which is applied in cert!- 
fying anyone as mentally defective 
is whether he would be capable of 
earning a livelihood or looking after 
himself without asaletance. 

The present quantity - of 
is bad enough. 
But there is worse: the 
proportion of them scems do- 
finitely to be increasing, ‘There 
have been two investigations on the 
subject, ono last year, the other 26 
years ago, If wa accept their re- 
sults at their face value, the per- 
centage of defectives in this coun- 
try hag just about doubled during 
the last quarter-century. 


At Large, 


Of these 800,000 people incapable 
of looking after themselves, only 
about 1 in 10 are Jooked after in 
Inrtitutions that were intended for 
them; the remaining 90 per cent, 
are nt large in the ‘general com- 
munity. 

‘As to the causes of mental de- 
ficiency, there is general agree- 
ment. Apart from a small propor- 
tlon of cases due to injurles 
at birth and similar causes, mental 
deficiency ia due to inborn defect. 
Most mental defectives are predea- 
tined to their fate 
birth; the equipment with whieh 
they are endowed by inheritance is 
faulty, and they cannot. even in the 
most favournble conditions, aver be 
anything clee than deficient, any 
more than o brown-cyed man can 
make his eyes turn blye, or a Manx

EBy Daily Mail Correspondent. | 
_ WUE the adoption of automatic 
semaphore arms or signals by 
drivers of motor-cars become 
general in this country? 


At the present time there are! 


severnt European countries’ in 
which the use of ‘this tyne of 
sigunal ia compulsory, and in other 
countries their use is encouraged 
and they are fitted to all oficial 
enra and public service vehtctos. 


In Berlin the taxicabs aro.to be 
fitted with ‘them, and a. British 
firm making a semaphore sign has 
just received‘ a large order for 
them. Tho police authorities in 
thia country are also fitting them 
Ja many cases to their oMcial cars, 


With the modern closed car it 
ix very often dificult to sce the 
arm of the driver of the car in 
front, ‘and many drivers in wet. or 
stormy weather are reluctant to 
open the atde window of a cosy 
saloon to make signals.

Sukkur, India—So that Indian 
ryots, or small Jandholders, In an 
area of 7,500,000 acres mny -have 
water cnough to guarantee the 
harvesta of their tiny fields, the 
Government of India, at a cost 

_ bordering of £16,000,000, is _com- 
pleting a barrage across the River 
Indus for the purposé¢ of im- 
pounding water to serve seven 
canals {n a schemo which cons- 
titutes one of the world’s greatcat 
irrigation. projects.. is 


In the course of centurics tho 
Indua has turned the Province of 
Sind into a vast alluvial dosert: 
now the same river, under the 
guiding genius of British env 
gineers, ia about to make this 
desert blossom‘ with grent 
. cultivated areas, . 


To this end a vast barrage, vir- 
tually oa’mile long, has been 
thrown across the river at Sukkur 
nt a cost of £5,000,000 with a view 
to raising the surface level of tho 
water by 11 fect during the dry 
season, 80 that the canal heada 
may obtain‘a flow that will carrv 
water to the peasant allotments of 

- Sind and Khairpur, a native state 
that ja sharing in the project. 


At atime when the British 
right to rule in India Ja being sub- 
dected to scrutiny Jn this country 


and elsewhere, it {a a-significant , 


thing that during the past seven 
years 40 British engineers and 
thousands of Indians have been 
quietly engaged jn the develov- 
ment of the Sukkur  project—a 
scheme calculated to do more for 
the ren! Indian, the cultivator, 
than has ever before been attempt- 
ed in Indian history. 


Serve as Peacemakers. 


And it la more algnificant still 
that when repercussions of tho 
political activities in the country 
touched = Sukkur, Hindus and 
Muhammadans — including = men, 
women and children went with 
hands raised tn aupplleatory atti- 
tudes te ask these 40 white men 
for protection; and for four days 
the British forsook their work of 
dam building to act as peace- 
makers between the communal 
rioters. ; 


The Sukkur - barrage and the 
Sukkur riots reveal at a glance 
the primary causes for the modern 
British connexion with Lodia, The 
development of great benevolent 
projects und the keeping of the 
peace have been the chief, charac- 
teristics of the British regime in 
recent sonerations. 

In the checkered experience of 
Indian many invaders have held

Floor of Masonry. 


.Tho barrago consists of aA 
masonry ficor across the rivor,. at 
a level somewhat below tho aver- 
age lovel of tho bed, above which 
rears an imposing over-bridge of 
66 spans, cach GO fect wide. 

From the over-bridze are sus- 
pendod ‘stecl shutters, GO fect longs 
and, 18% feet wide, which can ‘be 
lowered to tho floor of the barrage, 
when the river falla, thug damm- 
ing up the water to o level re- 
quired to feed the canals, which 
take off from the banks. 

When tho river is running high 
thoso shutters may be ralsed leav- 
ing the entlre gateway of tho 
bridge free for tho passage of the 
flood. Nearly nine-tenths of the 
masonry in connexion with the 
barrage and tho bridges lie under 
water, : 

Canals that rank among the 
largest In the world ara but In- 
eldentnl features in this scheme’ of 
providing water cach year to a 
barren tract of country that js 
equal in extent to the cultivable 
nren of Exypt. One of thasa 
cnnals will have « discharao of 
12,346 cuble fect per second: and 
for compariaon it may be atatad 
that the River Thames has o maai- 
mum dJacharge of just under 15 - 
000 cuble feet per second. At Itp 
bed this canal will be four times 
wider than the Suez Canal. 

The regulator heads for thase 
canals lie on the upstream aside of 
the barrage, four on the left and 
three on the right banks of the 
river. On tho left bank two sinill 
canals take off to irrigate in the 
Khoirpur state; the third canl 
converts {nto perennial jrrigatlon 
the inundation svstem previously 
operating between the barraya 
site and Hyderabad; the fourth 
canal la a great perennial aupply 
channel, feeding the Eastern Nara 
River, from which a number of 
existing canals are fed. 


_ Extension of Inundation. 


Tho right bank system com. 
prinea two perennial canals, the 
North Western and the Dadn, and 
a great new channel called the 
Central Rice Canal, These will 
absorb the existing inundation

On the downstreams side of the 
barrage rung a road bridge strad- 
dling the same piers as carry the 
overbridye for the water-yates. 
The road bridge connects the main 
roads from Rohri and Khairpur 
with those of Sukkur and Shikor- 
pur, 

The two.bridges are of ‘similar 
denign, and their style jg echoed 
in the arches of the regular heads 
of the canals. The entire en- 
semble makes a graceful and ple- 
torial study in creamy-white lime-. 
stone and conerete, harmonizing 
with the dramatic desert colour. 
ings of the landscape and the 
tawny tones of the river, 

The canals will enable nearly 
6,000,000 adres to be cultivated 
adding approximately 4,750,000 
acres to the cultivable land of the 
district. When in full yield the 
annual value of the crops grown

inferlor stock, 

“Ultimately,” he added, “we 
hone to bring about the eomplata 
suppression of the scrub bull in 
thix country. In some part of our 
nature, 1 think, there is a deafre 
to ‘suppress something, and if; wo 
are feellng in that mood, there is 
nothing to which wo might turn’ 
our attention with so much uso 
an to the scrub bull.” (Laughter.) 

This country had always had & 
worldwide reputation for ita live 


stock, but wo had to admit that. |.

bad live stock, 

He pointed to the grent advance 
made by Irish agriculturists in 
suppreasing the scrub bull, and 
added that Inst year no fewer than 
1,400 of these bulla which had been 
rejected in Irctand were acquired 
and used by farmers in this coun- 
try.

“stagnant pools” (to quote the 
term used by the recent Govern- 
ment Committee on the subject), 
fn which the patients are shut up 
all thelr lives, we could wurn them 
into “flowing lakes” through 
which a constant stream of defec- 
tives was passing to emerge 
atablised and better -able, under 
guardianship, to face the economic 
and moral difficulties of Hfe. And 
we could attempt to persuade as 
many a8 possible of these to allow 
themselves to be sterilised before 
coming out into the world, 

We could then with a good con- 
acience encourage them to marry 
(in itself a further stabilisation 
for them) instead of attempting 
to debar them from present 8ug- 
gests—a policy which would seem 
calculated to encourage sexual 
irregularities and the spread of 
venercal disease. 


New Methodp, 


A word more is needed on steri- 
Hantion itself, since there are 80 
many misconceptions about the 
subject. First, it has nothing 
whatever to do with castration; 
the usual method is morely to tic 
or'cut the little duct or tube which 
carries the reproductive cells to 
the exterlor—nan operation which 
is entirely trifling for men, more 
serious but quite sife for women: 
[New methods. are being look into 
which may make the operation for 
women almost as aimple as for 
men.] It leaves the reproductive 
lands intact, to send their in- 
ternal sceretions into the blood; 
it docs not interfere with sexual 
emotion or any other ‘phase of 
mental life. 

Some people would wish to mike 
sterilisation of mental - defectives 
compulsory, but this, though a 
luter generation may perhaps come 
to it, does not seem the right way 
at present. 

But why not start right away 
with voluntary sterilisation,, some 
rot my readers may ask? Because 
the state of ,the law is so chaotic 
that no one knows whether steriti- 
gation: for eugenic reasons may not 
be illegal, aven if voluntary (though 
for rensons of personal health It is 
perfectly legat!) ; and accordingly 
doctors: and, still more, responsible 
‘public bodies can hardly be expect- 
ed to take the risk of a lawsuit. 


Four’ Generations, 


‘And what effect. might such a 
meastire’ have? Alas, progress, 
though it can be very real, is bound 
to be slow. There are so many 
normal defect-carriers In the popu- 
tation that even if all actual defec- 
tives were dobarred from having 
children, it would take three or 
four generations to halve. their 
numbers.
